ANOTHER RAILROAD.

Thought to be Heading- - Toward

the Upper Big Sandy Valley.

The Courier-Journ- says:
The rumors of the salo of the

Louisville and Atlanta railroad are
not credited hero. A special tolo- -

gram from Chicago to the Wall-stre-

Summary says that tho rail
road has been purchased by a syn
dicate composed of J. rt'esfoy Alli-

son, of New Y'ork, and others. The
Nicbolasville, Ky., News said last
week that a rumor was being cir-

culated to the elTect that tbo o

and Nashville was seeking
to get control of the road.

Mr.-- A. K. Richards, general
counsel uf the Loulsvillo and At
lantic, said yesterday that ho know

that no sale bad been mude.
"The stock of tho company,

which is fl,O00,0O0, Is owned by
seven men, the largest holder be-

ing James it. Huggin,of New York.
Tho Investment has proved a prof-

itable una and I do not believe
they will. The earnings have been
sulllclont to pay the interest on tho

l,(WO,O0J bonds which have been
and to have a surplus. This

surplus has been d3oted to im-

proving tho road and the extension
from Irvine to Ilenltyvllln Junc-
tion wan made that way."

The Louisville and Atlantic is
105 miles long and runs Irom Ver-
sailles castwardly to lleattyvlllc
Junction. It has connection with
the Southern railway at Versailles,
crosses It again at Nicholasville,
crosses the Loulsvillo and Nash
vlllo al Richmond and connects
with tho Lexington and Eastern
at lieattyvllle Junction. It I pro-

posed to extend the line from Heat- -

vlllo ninety miles south through
Owsley, Clay and Knox counties to
I'ineville, in Hell county, to a con
nectlou with the lHuisvlllu and
Naahville near Cumberland Cap.

Another proposed extension is
from Denttyville cast to Prcslons
burg and then south to a contiec
tlun with the Norfolk A Western at
St. Paul, Va.

If the roads should pass Into the
hands of the Louisville & Nashville
the ptoposed extension to I'ine
ville would probably be abandoned
is that road has Its "Kuoxvillo
branch'Veeupying nearly Ihes.Hiio
territory.
